gang methods in less than three 
weeks. Police already had deduced 
from the first three that a new 
vice ring preying ->a. scarlet women 
was rising to succeed the $12,000,- 
000 a year racket destroyed when 
Luciano was sent to prison re- 
cently with most of his lieutenants.

The victim was Terry Burns,

Scene Reconstructed 


As 
police 
reconstructed

scene, Burns was dining in 
an 


Italian restaurant on the lower 
East Side when a man, or men, 
beckoned him outside. 


From the position

Burns' body was found on the side- 
walk a few minutes later, it ap- 
peared that he had walked half- 
way across the sidewalk toward 
the curb, then turned to flee back 
to the restaurant. 


The first warning that a gang 


war threatened had come only a 
few hours -before from a young 
blonde strip dancer. 


Four revolver shots hit him, one 


In the neck, one in the heart, one 
in his left temple and one in his 
left ear. His short, fat body skid- 
ded three or more feet with the 
force of his fall. 


The girl, Mickey O'Neill, 22, con- 


nected the three previous murders 
for the first time. All, she said, 
were killed because they resisted 
the rise of a new vice syndicate.

PILOTS OF DEATH 
PLANEJLEARED 


Airmen Had No Warning of 


Danger— Fog Blamed By 
^ 
Inquest Wiin^ses _ 


ST. LOUIS, Aug. 7.—(UP) —. 


Witnesses called to an inquest 
agreed today that pilots of the 
airplane that crashed north of St. 
Louis Wednesday night, 
killing 


eight men, had no warning of dan- 
ger and drove the craft into the 
ground at its full 180 miles an 
Hour. 


After 24 hours of examination 


of wreckage and questioning of 
persons who heard or saw 
the 


plane before it crashed, depart- 
ment of commerce investigators 
concluded tentatively that the ac- 
cident was due to fog . 


Coroner L. B. Tiernon summon- 


ed Maj. R. W. Schroder, chief of 
the airway inspection service of 
the department of commerce, A. S. 
Koch, federal aeronautical inspec- 
tor, employes of the Chicago & 
Southern airlines, and farmers 
living near the 
scene 
of 
the 


crash, to an inquest. 


The witness who probably last 


saw 
the 
10-passenger, 
$50,000 


Lockheed - Electra monoplane be- 
fore it struck earth was Ben 
Knobbe, a farmer. His home is 
about a mile south of the field, 
a few miles north of Lambert-St. 
Louis airport, where the plane fell. 


"I had gone into the barn for a 


minute," he said, "when I heard 
the motors of the plane wide open. 
I ran out and saw the plane com- 
ing toward the barn. "It flew so 
low that it grazed a tree. A few 
minutes later the motors stopped. 
I couldn't see anything." 


Inspector Koch said no evidence 


of mechanical failure was found 
in the plane debris, so investiga- 
tors theorized that the moment 
when Knobbe heard the motors 
die was virtually the plane's last. 
One of the two pilots might have 
seen the earth through the fog 
and cut the switch a split second 
before 
the 
ship struck,

Another severe check to German- 
American trade relations was es- 
tablished today when the Reichs- 
bank instructed German banking

BLAME PUT ON DROUGHT 


Beef Stocks Soon Will Be 


Smaller Than Following 


Disastrous 1934 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7—(UP) 


—Cheering news for cattle and 
hog raisers, but depressing tidings 
for the American housewife were 
contained today in the agriculture 
department's prediction of higher 
meat prices- 


The drought, resulting in short 


stocks of feed-stuff for cattle and 
parched ranges, was blamed by 
the agriculture department for the 
predicted rise in prices. Experts 
anticipated that by next year meat 
stocks would be as small or small- 
er than in 1935, following the dis- 
astrous drought of 1934. 


Meantime, what the agriculture 


department now frankly terms 
"the worst drought In American 
history" continued to spread in 
area and intensity. 


Drought Spreading 


The drought 
committee last 


night added 85 new counties to the 
area in need of federal relief. The 
parched region* now extend over 
^8*4, counties in 20 state*. 
"^Searching "Inlo the national five- 
stock situation, agricultural ex- 
perts found there were 68,213 head 
of cattle on American ranches at 
the beginning of this year. This 
was about 300,000 head less than 
at the beginning of 1935 and 6,- 
049,000 leas than on January 1, 
1934. The 1934 drought is respon- 
sible for the successive decrease 
and this year's Summer heat, na- 
turally, is expected to add to it 


Turn From Beef 


It appears that the American 


diet may turn to pork and mut- 
ton. 
The department estimated 


that the supply of hogs during the 
fall season will be from 10 to 20 
per cent higher than in 1935 or 
1934. Sheep too, are increasing 


Even so, they are likely to be 


higher in price because 
of 
in- 


creased public demand for meat.

SHAKEUP 
LOOMS 


IN COMMAND OF 
SECRET 
SERVICE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7—(UP) 


A shake-up in the high command 
of the United States secret service 
appeared probable today as an af- 
termath of demotions of 
two 


prominent agents for "spying" on 
the G-men. 


Assistant Chief Joseph E. Mur- 


phy, 
who was m line to succeed 


the 72-year-old Chief William H. 
Moran, on retirement, was "set 
down" to command of a regional 
office because he allegedly gave 
verbal orders for prying into af- 
fairs of the federal bureau of in- 
vestigation headed by J. Edgar 
Hocn'er. 


Treasury circles speculated as 


to Murphy's successor. Affable J. 
Q. Slye, special assistant to Mor- 
an, is regarded as the probable 
choice. 
He was personal body- 


guard for President Wilaon. He 
is in his early fifties. 


Secretary 
of Treasury Henry 


Morgenthau, 
Jr., who expressed 


regret in a formal letter to At- 
torney General Homer S. Cum- 
mings at "this irresponsible ac- 
tion," said he considered the af- 
fair "terminated." 


Cummins said that he "regarded 


the matter closed" by Morgen- 
thau's."fine letter."

wright, of the St. Paul office, the 
other offender, will be sent into 
the field.

Slue* tho saprophyte is always 


present, the natural question is 
why doesn't it cause this eruption 
nil the time? What are the cir- 
fumstanccs under which this In- 
vasion occurs? 
The fact that it 


ha* 
been nicknamed "athlete's 


fool'" gives us some clue to the 
matter, because although anyone 
may acquire It, It is true that it is 
far commoner in athletes. One tea- 
son for this Is that athletes, being 
on their fe«t more, there is greater 
likelihood for small abrasions or 
cracks to form on the skin, bruises 
in swimming on rocks or against 
the sides of swimming pools, etc. 
And into these crevices the vege- 
table threads enter and begin to 
grow, causing the inflammation re- 
action on the Dart of the skin of 


the feet. Then the auuete u mor* 
likely to have the skin of his feet 
macerated by soap and water in 
the shower bath, and stand or walk 
on sloppy floorfi. And while we all 
get more or less used to our own 
saprophytes, we may fall an easy 
victim to the saprophytes of oth- 
ers and to these, the athlete is par- 
ticularly exposed. 


Not All Eruptions Ringworm 
Not all of the Itchy eruptions of 


the skin, however, are of this na- 
ture. Some are due to heat and 
sweat gland irritation and som« 
are nervous in origin. The weep- 
ing, itchy, cracking skin irrita- 
tions between the toes, however, 
are almost all of this kind. 


It is gratifying to observe how 


much we have been able to accom- 
plish during the last few years in 
prevention of this common pest. In 
carefully regulated gymnasiums, 
where rules are strictly enforced, 
the incidence has been astonish- 
ingly reduced. Jn one college gym- 
nasium, the director te!5s me that 
whereas five years ago, practically 
everybody had some trace of th« 
trouble all the time, now the erup- 
tions are reduced to about 10 pei 
cent of the habitues of the gymna- 
sium. 


This is accomplished, first, by th« 


insistence on walking over th« 
locked room and shower room with 
the feet covered by paper shoes, 
The inspection of the feet of all en- 
trants and the elimination of thos« 
who have open eruptions until 
treatment has been instituted. 


The treatment of the eruption in 


the early stages, as soon as it ap- 
pears, by application of Whit- 
field's ointment or other antlseptia 
lotions is very important. If al- 
lowed to go on, the organisms go 
deeply into the skin layers, and 
scratching causes secondary pua 
infections to occur, which greatly 
complicates the treatment. The 
X-ray may have to be used in stub- 
born cases. 


Around swimming pools antisep- 


tic solutions in sawdust boxes or 
buckets, in which the feet can be 
rinsed before entering the pool, are 
very valuable aids to prevention.

plant which gro ws in thin, ipider- 
ivelvijke strands. 
Under 
certain 
circu mstances 
they make their way u nder the 
ekln and pro du ce an itchy, blistery 
eru pt to n. This 1« lo co mmo n that 
there Is hardly anybo dy o ver the 
ags o f 10 who has no t had at least 
o ne attack. 
Since the sapro phyte is always 
present, the natu ral qu estio n is 
" hy do esn’t it cau se this eru ptio n 
all the lime? 
What are the cir- 
cu mstances u nder which this in­ 
vasio n o ccu rs? 
The fact that it 
lu a 
been nicknamed 
"athlete’s 
” gives u s so me clu e to the 
matter, becau se altho u gh anyo ne 
may acqu ire it. It is tru e that It is 
far co mmo ner in athletes. One w» a- 
so n fo r this Is that athletes, being 
o n their feet mo re, there is greater 
likeliho o d fo r small abrasio ns o r 
cracks to fo rm o n the skin, bru ises 
In twimming o n ro cks o r against 
the sides o f swimming po o ls, etc. 
And Into these crevices the vege­ 
table threads enter and begin to 
gro w, cau sing the Inflammatio n re­ 
actio n o n the Dart o f the skin o f 


the feet. Then me atniete is mo re 
likely to have the skin o f his feet 
macerated by so ap and water In 
the sho wer bath, and stand o r walk 
o n slo ppy flo o rs. And while we all 
get mo re o r less u sed to o u r 
o wn 
sapro phytes, we may fall an easy 
victim to the sapro phytes o f o th­ 
ers and to these, the athlete Is par­ 
ticu larly expo sed. 
No t All Eru ptio ns Ringwo rm 
No t all o f the itchy eru ptio ns o f 
the skin, ho wever, are o f this na­ 
tu re. So me are du e to heat and 
sweat gland irritatio n and so me 
are nervo u s in o rigin. The weep­ 
ing, itchy, cracking skin irrita­ 
tio ns between the to es, ho wever, 
are almo st all o f this kind. 
It is gratifying to o bserve ho w 
mu ch we have been able to acco m­ 
plish du ring the last few years in 
preventio n o f this co mmo n pest. In 
carefu lly regu lated gymnasiu ms, 
where ru les are strictly enfo rced, 
the Incidence has been asto nish- 
redu ced. In o ne co llege gym­ 
nasiu m, the directo r tells me that 
whereas five years ago , practically 
everybo dy had so me trace o f the 
tro u ble all the time, no w the eru p­ 
tio ns are redu ced to abo u t 10 pei 
cent o f the habitu es o f the gjmina- 
siu m. 
This is acco mplished, first, by th« 
insistence o n walking o ver ths 
lo cked ro o m and sho wier ro o m with 
the feet co vered by paper sho es, 
The Inspectio n o f the feet o f all en­ 
trants and the eliminatio n o f tho s« 
who have o pen eru ptio ns u ntil 
treatment has been institu ted. 
The treatment o f the eru ptio n in 
the early stages, as so o n as it ap­ 
pears, by applicatio n o f Whit­ 
field’s o intment o r o ther antiseptic 
lo tio ns is very impo rtant. If al­ 
lo wed to go o n, the o rganisms go 
deeply into the skin layers, and 
scratching cau ses seco ndary pu s 
infectio ns to o ccu r, which greatly 
co mplicates the treatment. Ths 
X-ray may have to be u sed in stu b­ 
bo rn cases. 
Aro u nd swimming po o ls antisep­ 
tic so lu tio ns in sawdu st bo xes o r 
bu ckets, in which the feet can be 
rinsed befo re entering the po o l, ars 
very valu able aids to preventio n.
